Lawn  Grass  Seed 


LOUISVILLE  LAWN  MIXTURE 

This  blend  of  fine-leaved  grasses  with  White  Dutch  Clover  is  recommended  for  use  in  reseeding  estab¬ 
lished  lawns,  patching  thin  spots,  and  for  seeding  newly  graded  yards  where  a  permanent  stand  of  Kentucky 
Blue  Grass  is  desired.  Ready  for  cutting  after  30  days  of  good  weather.  This  seed  should  be  broadcast 
evenly  to  avoid  a  patchy  appearance. 

For  New  Lawns.  The  soil  should  be  well  prepared,  and  Bone  Meal  or  vSheep  Manure  should  be  well 
incorporated  with  the  soil.  Seed  should  be  sown  at  the  rate  of  1  pound  for  every  300  square  feet,  selecting  a 
time  when  there  is  no  wind.  After  sowing,  roll  or  rake  lightly. 

For  Old  Lawns.  Bare  spots  should  be  vigorously  roughed  with  a  steel  rake.  An  application  of  SHEEP 
MANURE  will  act  as  a  stimulant  to  patches  lacking  plant  food.  Scatter  the  seed  as  evenly  as  possible, 
then  rake  or  roll  lightly. 

Several  sowings  are  better  than  one.  Do  not  risk  all  your  seed  at  one  time.  The  seed  may  be  washed 
away  by  a  downpour  of  rain  immediately  after  planting.  A  good  plan  is  to  sow  a  part  of  your  seed  walking 
East  and  West — the  next  time  walk  North  and  South,  in  this  way  assuring  an  even  distribution.  Very 
good  success  can  be  had  from  scattering  seed  on  a  soft  snow.  In  spring  it  is  well  to  rake  out  all  dead  grass 
before  sowing. 

Use  Grass  Seed  Generously.  Where  lawns  are  kept  in  neat  condition,  the  plants  do  not  produce  seed 
as  Nature  intended.  This  deficiency  must  be  supplied  by  an  occasional  seeding.

C’osmos 


The  seeds  of  some  annuals  may  be  sown  as  early  as  February  in  the  open  jjarden;  others  must  wait  until  the  earth  has  become 
warm  and  friable.  All  of  them  will  bloom  the  first  year  and  complete  their  cycle.  Noteworthy  among  those  whose  seed  may  be  scattered 
in  early  spring  are  Annual  Poppies,  Cornflower,  Petunia,  Larkspur,  Nicotiana,  Nigella,  Snapdragon  and  Cosmos. 

As  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  prepared,  plant  Sweet  Peas. 

Some  of  the  tender,  late-blooming  annuals  can  be  brought  into  flower  e;irlier  by  sowing  the  seed  under  glass  or  in  boxes  indoors.

The  rose  is  unsurpassed  as  a  garden  flower,  due  to  its  enchant¬ 
ing  colors,  delightful  fragrance,  and  continuous  blooming  season. 

By  con¬ 
stant  selection  and  hybridizing,  the  quality  of  our  modem  roses 
is  vastly  superior  to  those  of  the  past  generation. 

The  beginner  with  roses  will  find  soon  enough  that  his  plants 
will  not  thrive  with  neglect.  To  succeed  with  roses,  one  must 
water  and  feed  judiciously.  Cultivate  thoroughly  and  be  ever 
on  guard  against  its  worst  enemies — insects  and  disease.  Black 


spot  and  mildew  may  be  controlled  by  dusting  or  spraying  at 
regular  intervals  throughout  the  season.  Most  of  the  fungicides 
in  use  today  may  be  combined  with  a  compatible  insecticide, 
thus  making  an  “all-around  spray.”  There  are  available  a 
number  of  ready-mixed  dusts  and  sprays  for  those  who  do  not 
wish  to  be  troubled  with  mixing  their  own.  Having  adopted 
an  adequate  program,  the  gardener  can  assure  himself  of  gratify¬ 
ing  results  if  his  plan  is  followed  religiously.  We  do  not  mean 
to  discourage  those  who  contemplate  growing  roses,  but  we  do 
wish  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  constant  care.
